Hi, good morning, and thank you. 

Should I assume that this was a CD4 decision based on your allocation of repair $s? 

I'd be happy to show you (i) where the leaks are occurring, and (ii) where the leaked water flows 
when the pipes rupture. 

It might also amuse you to know that Rory Fitzpatrick had his own "Willow Glen moment" with 
me back in the torrential rainy season of 2005-6. Rory stopped here during some big rain storm 
to use the restroom and get a cup of tea. Rory decided we'd go for a drive around in his very 
compact city car. Rory drove down Woodstock, which had some ponds and a few rocks which 
had come down on the roadway. But, when we got to Willow Glen, we found ourselves in white 
water cascading down the 7900 block, which is exactly where the pipes keep rupturing now. We 
couldn't see the roadway, but we could feel the numerous potholes which were there because 
the roadway hadn't been paved in approx. 35 years. Rory asked me where Willow Glen was on 
CD4's road repaving list. I told Rory that I doubted Willow Glen was on anybody's list. He called 
into CD4 at City Hall and asked. When he was tdchthat- Willow Glert wasn't on any repaving list, 
Rory screamed into the phone at someone to put it on the list. That is how Willow Glen got 
repaved a few years later. 

So, CD4 chiefs of staff have some power oveHVrese kinds of decisidns, and we're still 
discussing Willow Glen's 7900 block. It's ironic (in a good way) how things "stay the same" over 
lengthy periods of time.
